I CAA Trainees Form Backbone

• (EXCLUSIVE)— The value of the 
University’s CAA course Is shown 
by the fact that two>thirds of 
America's Eagle Squadron In Eng- 
land learned to fly in the CAA’s 
pilot training program, according 
to word received by the CAA from 
Pilot Officer Harold Strickland, a 
Chicagoan now stationed In Lon- 
don as a member of the American 
Eagle Squadron of the RAF. 
HUtlng the Jerries Hard 

Strickland says he finds It "amaz- 
ing" that many of the boys who 
are now "hitting the Jerries hard” 
bopped off on their first solo flight 
In a CAA cub about twelve months 
ago . . : and today they can fly a 
tight formation, In Hurricanes In 
the clouds." 

Emphasizing the Important les- 
sons to the American military 
forces of mass wartime aviation, 
Strickland sUted that "It's a good 


thing that a reservoir like the CAA 
is set up for them to draw from 
as a starter." 

The CAA training program, be- 
gun in 1939. has fed more than 

10.000 of Its students to the Army 
and Navy air forces, and. in all. has 
created more than U.OOO new pilots. 
These figures show that only about 
one-fifth of the CAA’s pilots have 
gone Into military service. Almost 

15.000 students are currently en- 
rolled at more than 900 colleges 
and other centers. 

Demand for Course 
G. W. U.’s quota for the CAA 
training of students is limited to 
30 members. The demand for the 
course far exceeds the allotted 
number. Applications for the sec- 
ond semester are now on hand for 
students Interested in learning to 
fly either for civil or military pur- 
poses.

Ballistics Expert Discusses Crime 

U. Hicks Explains 
Ways of Trapping 
Mon by Sullots 

• LT. ROBERT W. HICKS, ufety 
engineer for the War Department, 
spoke on "Small Firearms with Re- 
lation to Ballistics and Homicide" 
before the engineering defense 
training class In propellants and 
high explosives last week. It was 
the first of a series of three lec- 
tures he has been asked to give to 
the clast. 

During the course of his lecture, 
hp demoostraUd the use at a bal- 
listics box, used to recover bullets 
fired from guns for compaiisosi pur- 
poses, by firing several rounds from 
a gua into the box. He aleo dem- 
onstrated his large collection ef 
bullets. 

Lieutenant Hicks, who has been 
a ballistics ex^rt for many years, 
testified in the Llndbergh-Haupt- 
mann trial, the trial tn the killing 
of Russ ^umbo, famous orchestra 
leader, and the trial on the Chicago 
St Valentine'a Day massacre. 

The lecture was a non-technlcal 
discussion of the application and 
principles involved regarding bal- 
listics snd the identification of fire- 
arms. The other two lecturee,

With the Soviet 
beaten, and Hitler and Japan eoa- 
trolUng the Vladivostok railroad, 
and with all the resources of Asia 
to provide tha needs of Europe^ 
Hitler has to all Intents and pux^ 
poses won the war. He can Jeer at 
the rest of the world, he can laugh 
at the blockade— It will iQaan noth- 
ing to him then. Any combination 
of powers on this earth that could 
invade the continent and beat tha 
Nazi war machine it Inconoelvabla 
at this time.

He will have effected a stalemate 
of a kind that will allow him to 
go easily (except for sporadic 
bombing by Britain in the west) 
about organizing his New Order In 
Europe. His people will begin to 
reap the benefits of the "guks-for- 
butter" policy, while most of Eu- 
rope will be fairly well enslaved 
under Quisling governments. 

The horror of this system Is that 
it can be made permanent. Eng- 
land will ultimately be overrun by 
a new and mightier Nazi war ma- 
chine built from the resources of 
Europe and Asia, or else (and 
which la more likely) the British 
will negotiate a peace and Join the 
Nazi system. The peace terma will 
be liberal, allowing Britain to keep 
what she has now, but in the long 
run the Democratic British govern- 
ment vBll fall in favor of a to- 
talitarian one under the pressure 
of a Nazi Europe. 

In the light of thla theory, the 
two vital requirements facing this 
Nation today are to keep Rus0a 
fighting and to stop cold any fur- 
ther aggression by Japan. 

We should employ Hltleria own 
methods— fight our enemies one at 
a time. If drawn into a war In tha 
Atlantic, we should not prosecute 
It any more than defensively, hut 
keep the Navy poised to deal quicks 
ly and totally with Japan If she 
should begin back-stabbing ths 
Soviet Empire through Siberia. 


• AN AIR OF tenseness and un- 
aaainess pervaded the news-bred 
'eltement in the Navy Preat room 
Friday morning. 

As reporters flashed to the world 
first word of the sinking of the 
U. S. S. Reuben Jame^ and worked 
feverishly to whip up background 
atories on the destroyer and Its 
crew, they had a growing concern 
for what conaequencei of the sink- 
ing President Roosevelt would re- 
veal at hla weekly Friday morning 
press conference. President Wilson 
had asked Congress for a declara- 
tion of war in 1917 with much leas 
provocation. 

Reporters In the Navy Depart- 
ment gathered around a news ticker 
as preu conference time came and 
passed. They waited impatiently for 
the 'White House reaction. At last 
the clacking teletype punched out: 
New Bra In Foreign Policy 

"President announces no change 
in existing relations between (Ger- 
many and America." There was a 
genuine feeling of relief on all sides. 
Probably few people In the coun- 
try were aware of those two hours 
of electric suspense between an- 
nouncement of the destroyer’s 
plight and the Pretident’i reaction. 
But with this laconic statement 
came 'former beliefs that a new sra 
in the foreign policies of Germany 
and the United States had been 
established. 

Hitler is now trying to draw 
America into the war; Roosevelt 
is trying shrewdly to keep us out— 
for the time being. 

The«recent sinking of the S. S. 
Lehigh, an American freighter run- 
ning westward in the South At- 
lantic without cargo, waa an out- 
right act of provocation. Other tor- 
pedoings and sinkings which might 
have had some justification as mili- 
tary measures certainly indicated 
no backward step to avoid war with 
the United States. 

At the same time, the Adminis- 
tration's quiet acceptanea of the 
sinking of the Reuben James and 
failure to exploit to the limit war- 
mongering opportunities offered In 
other attacks on American ships 
during the last week. Indicates a 
reluctance of the President to raise 
public pressure that might force 
his hand prematurely. 

Btretegle Beaeoa to Avoid War 

The truth la that Roosevelt— de- 
spite what the isolationists say— 
hM a strategic reason for wanting 
to avoid war at this time: 

HUler'a prime objective et the 
moment is to beat Ruaala- he must 
have complete victory. With the 
dogged resistance the Rustlans 
have been making ainee the war 
began confronting him, Hitler has 
no assurance that hla armies can 
do it alone. Thus, he must divide 
Stalin's forces by Inducing Japan 
to attack Siberia, and the only pos- 
sible way he can persuade the Nip- 
ponese to do such a thing Is to get 
the U. S. so entangled in a Euro- 
pean war that It cannot afford to 
give much attention to the east. 

Hitler knows as well as we must— 
that thla Nation cannot tend an 
A. E. F. to Europe for a year at 
least and that we are already 
fighting him on the sea. So. what 
hat he to lose at present from such 
a declaration of war? 

To really make this theory hold 
water, however, one must under-

The article rather bluntly explodes the myth 
that George Washington founded the school or in any way en- 
dowed It, but It does give us a more definite knowledge of how 
the school was founded and who deserves most credit for its 
establishment. . 

Mr. Jackson mentions "the superb leadership of Luther Rice" 
In connection with the beginnings of G. W. U. and the University 
catalogue supports the contention that an asaociatlon headed by 
Luthar Rice began raising funds for a school as early as 1819 
and that Columbian College was chartered by Congress in 1821. 
In 1903 the College had grown to a Univeralty, and in this year 
It merged with the George Washington Memorial Association, 
which, according to Mr. Hilton, had "for object the founding 
of an educational institution associated with the name and mem- 
ory of George Washington.” Thus the University took its name 
from the Memorial Asaociation. Although Mr. Hilton’s history 
differs slightly from the Catalogue’s In the amount of credit to 
be given the Baptiste for the University’s founding, we feel that 
both should Impreu students with the age and growth of thair 
alma mater. 

Perhaps an investigation of old records coiild be conducted, 
a tpedfle date of the opening of the Univeriity’s doors or at 
laaat the itsuanos of Its charter by Congreea could be confirmed 
and plans be developed to celebrate the Unlverelty's Founder’s 
Day every year.

Dean Says New Order 
Obstacle to Settlement 


A world In which the role of muit look to the "i 
government will be increased, in whole blocks* of time’ 
which manual arts will force *‘cuU 
tural” arts into the realm of avoca- 
tion* and in which industry will 
become decentralized was pr^lcted 
Wednesday by Dr. Elmer Louis 
KiO^r. Dean of University Stu- 
dents of the George Washington 
University. Dean Kayser lectured 
on *The World That Youth Must 
Face” in the vespers service at 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute in 
Blacksburg. Virginia. 

As demands increase for fuller 
employment and for the abolition 
of waste, lost motion, and duplica- 
tion, the role of government in this 
new world will be larger, he said. 

If we must face the competition of 
statM which have utilized the '’im- 
plications of the Industrial revolu- 
tion,” he declared, this increased 
power of government will be neces- 
sary. Germany he considered a 
type of state which would afford 
stem competition In the future. » 

Predicting the growth of a rf>pw 
rigid economy which will demand 
‘‘training of the hand as well as 
the mind,” Dean Kayser declared 
that youth must master a knowl- 
edge of something useful for which 
the world will pay. Poetry and 
art, "aUhough they give character 
and understanding to life and in- 
terpretation to experience," must 
become part-time Interests. In- 
creased competition will also be a 
part of the new world, he said, and 
**we will all of us be so largely 
self-made men that the distinction 
will pass away.” 

In iwedicting the decentralization 
of industry. Dean Kayser said that, 
whereas industry has been con- 
centrated in the East because of 
power source and markets, the de- 
velopment of new sources and new 
markets will lead industry inland. 

He used the Tennessee Valley de- 
velopment as an example. With 
this move to less concentrated re- 
gions. Dean Kayser predicted a 
levelling tendency which would re- 
move distinctions between urban 
and rural living. 

"These will tend to be more and 
more one way of life, and that on 
the average, a more abundant one,” 
he declared. 

Dean Kayser also said that youth
